Greene County, in tbo same state, which 
also issued railroad bonds by the vote of a 
largo majority of tho citizens, is in default 
for interest, and somo of lho:;o who were 
anxious for a railway arc now firming to re- 
sist the levy of taxation to pay their obliga- 
tions incurred iu yetting it.

stead of serving to nourish tho 
tree, 


transformed into gum; and n portion o 
thorn collect round the gummy centres 
which seem to act on tho organism like fo 
cuses of irritation. 
Our author aptly com 


pares this notion (o that of the sting of nu 
iDsect when it deposits its eggs among th 
tissues of a plant. 
When an insect has de 


posited its eggs in tho tissues of n,, plant, 
gall is formed under tho influence or this ir- 
ritation, nnd tho new colls produced in the 
immediate vicinity of the place arc BO modi 
fied as to etoro up masses of uiitritivo !mat 
tor, and especially focula.

of the plant itself, but to feed tho little par 
asite that will in due time gnaw its way out 
after having lived luxuriously on tho .vita 
juicQs which ought to. hnvfl cnnt,rihntivl to 
the nourishment of tho plant.

vary similar to this occurs in tho abnormn 
production of tho gum: tho irritation ?do«s 
not indeed proceed from an insect— it; has 
another cause which it in not easy to deter- 
mine—but a local disease is somehow .gen- 
erated, which modifies tho organization oJ 
the tissues.

He has seen trees severely trie.d 


by this malady, and producing but very mis- 
erable shoots, recover in consequence of 
longitudinal incisions made in tho branches, 
and; become quite ns vigorous as before. The 
ros.spn of this is evident— tho incisions canso 
0; stimulus superior- la that exercised by tho 
gummy centres, and these consequently 'lose 
th.a nutriment necessary for thoir existence.
